WASHINGTON, February 20.—When l)r. 


Norvln Green, president of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, appeared before the sub- 
committee of the senate on postoffices nnd 
post roads to-day Senator Hill asked -that all 
contracts with the press associations be laid 
before the committee.
